To the inhabitants of the town of Lempster in the 
County of Sullivan in said state, qualified to vote in town 
affairs.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Members of the Lempster School Board: 


The loss of the services of Mrs. Elbert E. Hurd is 
known to all of us. The community and we who serve it 
have expressed publicly our appreciation of her work in- 
asfar as we were enabled to understand and appreciate its 
value. 


Miss Evelyn Stearns, a graduate of Keene Normal 
School, has faithfully served you thus far this year. It 
is no slight task, no small demand upon courage to take 
upon oneself the mantle of a teacherof the type and with 
the experience of Mrs. Hurd. 


During the past year a continuation of stress upon 
the fundametals has brought about the fortunate condi- 
tion of having all grades in all schools up to the median 
standards of the respective tests of standard grade which 
have deen administered. 


Because of budget requirements, the Board wisely 
saw fit to secure cadet teachers from Keene Normal School. 
For the standands which had been secured in the three 
schools did not permit of any teachers of less technical 
training. Itis a matter of course that, as the schools 
increase in efficiency, better and better teachers must be 
secured to prevent slipping back into the old paths. 


To continue the policy of building up the physical 
condition of the school buildings of Lempster the follow- 
ing recommendations are made. 


1. Jacketing the stove at Lempster Street. 


2. The providing of a laboratory table which can 
also be used as a library table in Street School. 
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3. Adjustable shades for East Lempster of the 
type now in Street School. 


4. Chemical toilets in at least one school. 


5. The building of cheap playground material for 
the younger children in Street School. 


6. Grading and beautifying East Lempster build- 
ing and grounds. 


Specific recommendations for equipment are as follows: 


1. Equiping one school with a complete map equip- 
ment. 


2. The purchase of a children’s library of collater- 
al reading to be transferred from school to school. 


3. Continuation of the plan for completing full 
supplies of books and material in each school, now in pro- 
cess for four years. 


The superintendent suggest the wisdom of insist- 
ing upon not less than 180 school days each year. The 
Commissioner of Education for New Hampshire has fre- 
quently pointed out that the essentials for education are 
good teachers and a full school year. 


Two pleasing matters of wide interest occured in 
Lempster this year, the selection of East Lempster for 
the model of the New Hampshire crossroad school exhib- 
ited at the Eastern States Exposition, and the institute 
held by the State Department at East Lempster.
